Chinese  Artists  Discovered  in  Chinatown

The  Chinese  pride  them¬ 
selves  on  the  artistic  a- 
chievements  of  their  fore- 
bearers--Ming  vases,  t'ang 
ceramics,  fine  porcelain, 
brush  painting  and  calli¬ 
graphy. 

Put  Chinese  art  is  more 
than  a  remembrance  of 


things  past.  It  is  a  liv¬ 
ing,  breathing,  growing 
force  right  here  in  Boston. 

Boston  is  blessed  with 
several  fine  artists,  among 
them  are  John  Yuan,  W.  J. 
Chow,  and  C.  C.  Wong. 

The  men  and  their  paint¬ 
ings  are  not  where  one 
would  expect  to  find  them. 
All  three  men  work  in  res¬ 


taurants.  None  has  had  a 
public  exhibition  in  this 
country,  with  the  exception 
of  a  painting  by  C.  C.  Wong 
in  the  Jordan  Marsh's  De¬ 
partment  Store  display  win¬ 
dow,  as  part  of  the  store's 
annual  art  festival . 

Chow  and  Wong  studied 
together  in  Canton  during 
the  ' 30 ' s  at  the  City 
School  of  Art.  They  passed 
rigorous  artistic  standards 
on  entering  the  school 
where  they  each  won  scho¬ 
larships  based  on  talent. 
After  graduating,  Wong  and 
Chow  moved  to  Hong  Kong  and 
founded  their  own  school. 

Six  years  ago  Chow  came 
to  the  United  States  with 
his  family.  Wong  arrived 
in  Roston  less  than  a  year 
ago.  Both  men  work  long

.hours  in  a  local  restaurant 
painting  in  their  spare 
time. 

Wong's  style  blends  Wes¬ 
tern  form  with  Chinese  ma¬ 
terials.  The  results  are 
jewels  of  art,  infused  with 
the  strength  of  Picasso's 
Cubism  and  the  mysticism  of 
the  Orient. 

Due  to  time  limita¬ 
tions,  Chow's  work  was 
not  viewed  by  this  re¬ 
porter.  Chow  did  ex¬ 
press  in  words  h  i  s 
philosophy  of  art.  He 
likes  modern  art,  but 
he  shuns  Western  can¬ 
vas  and  paints.  Like 
Wong,  he  prefers  brush 
and  ink  on  paper,  pre¬ 
serving  an  innate  Chi¬ 
nese  quality  in  his 
painting. 

Yuan,  the  third  ar¬ 
tist,  trained  in  Canton 
wi th  a  teacher  of  the 
traditional  school. Yuan 
migrated  to  Boston  four 
years  ago  from  Hong 
Kong.  Today  supporting 
himself  by  working  as  a 
waiter,  hepaints  when¬ 
ever  there's  a  free  mo¬ 
ment.  Yuan  also  fre¬ 
quents  the  Asiatic  Arts 


Section  of  the  Museum 
of  Fine  Arts  which  has 
one  of  the  finest  Chi¬ 
nese  art  collections  in 
the  world. 

Yuan's  early  train¬ 
ing  and  interest  in 
traditional  art  greatly 
influence  his  style  and 
choice  of  subject  mat¬ 
ter.  His  masterly  brush 
strokes  create  images 
in  the  tradition  o  f 
some  of  the  best  C  h  i- 
nese  artists  o  f  by¬ 
gone  eras.  His  paint¬ 
ing  of  the  poet  Li  Tai- 
Po  reflects  the  quiet 
elegance  of  L  i  a  n  g 
K  '  a i  '  s  painting  of  the 
poe  t . 

Several  of  Yuan '  s 
paintings  will  be  on 
display  at  Boston  City 
Hall  in  August. 

All  three  artists 
want  greater  public  ex¬ 
posure  for  their  work 
and  they  deserve  it.

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FANNY  KWAN  - 

Chinatown’s  Own ‘Funny  Girl’ 

Indispensable  Office  Manager

Fanny  Kwan,  a  five-foot- 
two  Southern  Belle  from 
Moorhead,  Miss.,  believes 
in  helping  people.  No  won¬ 
der  then  that  you  find  her 
sitting  behind  the  office 
manager's  desk  at  the  CACA 
Multi  -  Service  Center  in 
Chinatown. 

Miss  Kwan,  who  comes 
from  a  family  of  six,  has 
been  in  Boston  for  two  and 
a  half  years.  Her  favorite 
pastimes  include  eating, 
travelling,  music,  reading, 
talking,  and  laughing--not 
necessarily  in  that  order. 

When  asked  why  she  be¬ 
came  office  manager.  Miss 
Kwan  answered  emphatically 
with  a  broad  smile,  inter¬ 
spersed  with  laughter,  "I 
enjoy  the  job. . .because  I 
like  talking  to  people.  The 
people  at  my  office  notice 
this  and  think  I'm  a  'nut' 
...what  I  like  most  is  be¬ 
ing  able  to  use  my  bilin¬ 
gual  skill  to  help  the  peo¬ 
ple  in  the  community." 

Originally  from  China, 
Miss  Kwan  is  fluent  in  both 
Toisonese  and  Cantonese  and 
is  presently  studying  the 
Mandarin  language. 

Since  becoming  office 
manager  in  December,  1972, 
Miss  Kwan  has  established 
direct  services  for  the 
people  replacing  the  re¬ 
ferral  policy  first  planned 
She  said  that  referring  is 
difficult  and  time  consum¬ 
ing  and  that  it  is  easier 
to  d<D  things  herself  if 
possible. 

Some  of  the  direct  ser¬ 
vices  include  translating 
of  documents,  filling  out 


forms,  interpreting  for  in¬ 
dividual  s— the  Social  Wel¬ 
fare  Department— legal  ad¬ 
visers. 

"Oh  yes,"  interjected 
Miss  Kwan  with  a  chuckle, 
"I  also  take  people  to  the 
draftboard  to  register.  One 
officer  warned  me  after 
several  visits  there  that 
I'd  better  watch  out  be¬ 
cause  they'll  draft  me 
next. " 

The  range  of  her  duties, 
however,  is  extensive  in 
view  of  some  of  her  experi¬ 
ences  with  non  -  English 
speaking  people  who  seek 
help. 

Before  Chinese  New 
Year's,  a  lady  rushed  into 
Miss  Kwan's  office  request¬ 
ing  her  to  order  some 
chickens  for  the  holidays, 
giving  explicit  directions: 
"Don't  cut  off  their  heads 
and  legs!" 

"But  not  all  incidents 
at  the  Center  are  humorous/' 
said  Miss  Kwan. 

Another  time,  a  person 
lost  his  naturalization  pa¬ 
pers  and  blamed  Miss  Kwan 
for  his  own  carelessness. 
Miss  Kwan  and  a  helpful 
woman  from  the  Immigration 
Department  were  able  to  lo¬ 
cate  the  papers.  Then  the 
person  changed  his  mind  and 
wanted  to  receive  the  pa¬ 
pers  in  another  state. 

What  a  life  as  an  office 
manager! 

Miss  Kwan  nevertheless 
maintains  an  aura  of 
friendliness  and  coopera¬ 
tion  in  her  office.  Look¬ 
ing  for  a  Mah-jongg  fourth 
(it's  happened)  or  need 
help  in  other  areas?

Most  Chinese  don't  un¬ 
derstand  the  "talking  cure" 
medicine  said  Dr. Albert Gaw, 
a  psychiatrist  at  Tufts-New 
Enqland  Medical  Center. 

In  the  U.S.  there  is 
generally  now  a  greater  ac¬ 
ceptance  of  mental  health 
and  the  need  for  medical 
attention  to  good  mental 
health. 

But  still  within  the 
Chinese  community,  there  is 
little  understanding  of  the 
importance  of  a  "sound 
mind"  as  well  as  "sound 
body". 

Most  Chinese  do  not  seek 
help--mental  health  care-- 
early  enough.  Dr.  Gaw  sug¬ 
gests  several  reasons:  (1) 
There  is  a  language  pro¬ 
blem,  (2)  most  Chinese  try 
to  treat  the  illness  by 
themselves,  (3)  psychiatric 
care  is  expensive,  and  (4) 
most  people  associate  seek¬ 
ing  mental  health  care  with 
shame  and  quilt. 

Pur  bodies  go  hay-wire 
now  and  then,  and  need  spe¬ 
cial  medical  care.  It's 
normal  to  go  to  see  a  doc¬ 
tor  about  a  physical  need. 
But,  asked  Gaw,  why  is  it 
we  raise  our  eyebrows  when 
someone  qoes  to  see  a  psy¬ 
chiatrist? 

"Like  the  body,  the  mind 
can  also  go  wrong  from  time 
to  time."  he  said. 

People  must  be  more  com¬ 
fortable  about  mental 
health,  and  learn  to  seek 
help  earlier,  Dr.  Gaw  ad¬ 
vised.  Good  mental  health 
is  important  for  a  person 
to  function  well  in  soci¬ 
ety,  to  have  meaningful 
lives  and  contact  with 
other  people. 


Perhaps  being  a  Chinese 
doctor  will  make  it  easier 
for  the  Chinese  patient  to 
relate.  Dr.  Gaw,  who  is  of 
Fukien  origin,  soeaks  Man¬ 
darin,  some  Cantonese,  as 
well  as  some  Tagaloo  and 
Spani sh. 

He  has  interpretors  as¬ 
sisting  him  and  is  anxiq.us 
to  help  the  Chinese  commu¬ 
nity.

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Potholes:  Problem  in  Chinatown 


Bad  roads  are  no  longer 
the  sole  plight  of  Boston 
drivers.  Today,  pedestrians 
are  equally  plagued  with 
the  ever-increasing  problem 
of  potholes  in  the  streets. 

For  Chinatown  residents, 
this  problem  is  no  excep¬ 
tion.  Harrison  Ave.  and 
Beach  St.  are  examples  of 
this  disruption. 

James  Johnson,  Supervis¬ 
or  of  Highway  &  Maintenance 
in  the  downtown  area,  is 
aware  of  the  problem  facing 
Chinatown  residents.  "Lots 
of  construction  and  de¬ 
struction,"  he  explained, 
"contribute  to  the  prolif¬ 
eration  of  potholes."  He 
later  pointed  out  that  the 


The  pothole  problem  ap¬ 
pears  to  be  especially  a- 
cute  during  the  winter 
months.  Those  which  are 
filled  during  the  summer 
inevitably  give  way  when 
the  cold,  rainy  spell  arri¬ 
ves.  According  to  Johnson 
"frost  and  water  get  down 
beneath  the  covered  pothole 
and  cause  it  to  pot." 

Johnson  and  his  highway 
crew  team  will  be  down  in 
Chinatown  to  refill  these 
holes.  He  later  speculated 
that  "only  a  good,  dry  sum¬ 
mer  will  cause  the  fillings 
to  last."

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Chinese  School  Headmistress  Interviewed 


Mrs.  Emily  Eng,  recipi¬ 
ent  of  the  first  annual 
Chinatown  Boys'  Club  Commu¬ 
nity  Service  Award  (1973), 
is  also  headmistress  and 
teacher  at  the  Ouong  Kow 
School  in  Chinatown. 

Queried  about  the  school 
as  it  was  five  years  ago, 
Mrs.  Eng  said,  "When  I 
first  came  to  Quong  Kow  in 
1968,  I  found  the  school 
too  dark.  I  put  modern 
lighting  and  changed  the 
system  of  keeping  academic 
records." 

Mrs.  Eng  not  only  im¬ 
proved  the  effectiveness  of 
the  school  but  she  imple¬ 
mented  new  teaching  meth¬ 
ods.  For  instance,  she  in¬ 


troduced  the  use  of  a  tape 
recorder  in  speech  classes 
to  enable  students  to  gain 
confidence  in  public  speak¬ 
ing. 

Her  school  activities 
are  widespread.  In  1971, 
she  travelled  to  New  York 
with  Mrs.  Lee,  also  a 
teacher  at  the  Quong  Kow 
School,  in  order  to  learn  a 
mountain  folk  dance  to 
teach  to  the  children  in 
the  1971  graduation  class. 

The  school  itself  oper¬ 
ates  much  like  a  part-time 
public  school  system  with 
classes  held  4:30  p.m.  to 
7  p.m.  The  curriculum  in¬ 
cludes  reading, composition, 
dictation,  penmanship,  cal¬ 


ligraphy,  speech,  music, 
and  Chinese  culture. 

When  asked  her  opinion 
of  the  American  system  of 
schools,  Mrs.  Eng  said, 
"The  children  are  spoiled." 

Future  plans  for  the 
Ouong  Kow  School  include 
the  initiation  of  a  junior 
high  class  although  the  lo¬ 
cation  for  the  class  and  a 
survey  to  determine  the 
number  of  interested  stu¬ 
dents  are  still  pending. 

Mrs.  Eng  would  also  like 
to  see  the  formulation  of  a 
Chinese  PTA  so  that  parents 
can  discuss  collectively 
the  needs  of  their  children 
in  addition  to  their  chil¬ 
dren's  schooling. 


Major  Recipients  of  Social  Security  Women 


Sixty  percent  of  a- 

dults,  getting  monthly 
social  security  pay¬ 
ments  are  women,  ac¬ 
cording  to  social  se¬ 
curity  officials  here. 

"Twenty  -  three  mil¬ 
lion  adults  are  paid 
social  security  bene¬ 
fits,"  a  spokesman  said 
"and  13.8  million  are 
women.  About  6  million 
women  get  monthly  re¬ 
tirement  benefits  based 
on  their  own  social  se¬ 
curity  work  records--20 
times  as  many  as  i  n 
1950. " 

About  half  of  the 
women  getting  retire¬ 
ment  checks  become  eli¬ 
gible  on  their  husbands 
earnings  records,  he 
said. 

A  working  woman  can 
retire  at  62  and  get 
reduced  monthly  pay¬ 


ments  on  her  own  record. 
Or  she  can  wait  until 
she's  65  and  get  full 
benefits  as  well  as  Me¬ 
dicare  coverage. 

"But  if  she's  enti¬ 
tled  to  higher  benefits 
as  a  wife  or  a  widow  on 
her  husband's  record," 
the  spokesman  said, 
"she'll  be  paid  the 
higher  amount. 

"The  working  woman 
has  both  disability  and 
survivors  protection 
from  social  security," 
he  said.  "If  she  be¬ 
comes  severely  disabled 
and  cannot  work  for  a 
year  or  more,  she  and 
her  family  may  be  eli¬ 
gible  for  monthly  cash 
payments  from  social 
security.  And  starting 
July  1,  1973,  workers 
of  any  age  who've  been 
getting  social  security 


disability  payments  for 
2  years  or  more  may  be 
eligible  for  Medicare." 

About  460,000  child¬ 
ren  get  monthly  social 
security  payments  based 
on  their  mothers'  work 
records.  "A  child  who 
is  entitled  to  monthly 
social  security  pay¬ 
ments  based  on  the 
mother's  record  can  get 
them  even  though  the 
father  may  be  working 
at  a  full  -  time  job . " 
the  spokesman  said.
